lated an estate of over SI00,000, but always went looking like 
a man who had not that number, of cents. Said the dispatch: 
"He was one of the most unusual characters who ever visited 
this city, and although a man of great means he was most 
sparing of his money. His main object in life was apparently 
to amass as much wealth as possible. He made many trips to 
this city, and as a general rule he would walk. He generally 
wore high boots, an overall suit and a rusty old overcoat. He 
also carried his lunch, generally wrapped in newspapers, and 
would sit on a bench on the public green and, with a curious 
crowd of youngsters around him, would partake of his lunch. 
.He would dicker with merchants relative fo the purchase of 
spotted apples or decayed oranges, and felt happy when he had 
driven a close bargain. Stale bread was another food product 
which he purchased at the stores." 


Such a life as this, continued for many years, enabled this 


man to hoard up a fortune of more than $ 100,000, but what a 
life it was to lead! If any life can be a pitiful failure- it is such 
a life as that. 
' 
Fortunately, such lives are now very few.. There was a 


time in the long ago when there were more such instances as 
this; when men with an instinct for accumulation lived very 
much as this man did, secretly gloating over their hoardings 
while they lived and then leaving them for others to scatter, 
wisely or foolishly. A hundred years ago there were men 
known in their neighborhoods as possessors of "chests of 
gold." In those days coin was more common than it is now, 
and the real miser liked lo pack it away to be examined and 
counted from time lo time for the satisfaction of his greedy 
eyes, grasping hands and shrunken heart. But the abominable 
practice has almost entirely passed wilh the passage of lime, 
and the world is the beller for it. 


The desire for wealth has not passed.- It is sought today as 


assiduously as ever, perhaps more so, but for a very different 
purpose. . The acquisition.of weath today means luxury and 
pleasure in the case of most of those able to make large ac- 
cumulations. 
It sometimes seems as if the strife and Struggle 


for these things is such as lo almost offset the benefits which 
show flow from abundance; but the results are by no means so 
bad as those which followed old-lime hoarding. The rich man 
today keeps his money in circulation, where il does others 
good, though sometimes being a detriment lo himself. Most 
people of large means are liberal supporters of good causes. 
They are generous to hospitals, public libraries and other pub- 
lic institutions, with the result (hat the mass of people share in 
benefits which otherwise would be beyond.their reach. 


There can be no doubl.lhal undue striving after great wealth 


is-a bad thing, but Ihe evils accompanying Ihe practice today 
are not to be compared with the folly and wickedness of hoard- 
ing as practiced by (he old-lime miser, who look no, rational 
comfort with his money nor allowed any one else to until he 
had been wrenched from it by the hand of dealh. 


Dollar chasing in this age is bad enough—more strenuous 


than il oughl lo be; bill il is nol so bad as the miserly course 
exemplified by this Massachusetts man who carried the prac- 
tice of a past'age info an age which, in this respect al least, is a 
vast improvement upon that which il succeeds.
